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DETAILED ACTION 

i 

1 . The proposed After Final amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues for 
further search and consideration, such as a more specific time sequence in claim 1, and the 
maintenance of a slurry throughout steps (a)-(c) in claim 14. The proposed amendments also 
raise the issue of new matter because they are not clearly supported by the disclosure as 
originally filed. 

2. Applicant asserts that the proposed amendments are simply formal amendments that are 
non-narrowing in scope. The assertion is incorrect. The proposed amendments would further 
limit the claims. Applicant asserts that the proposed amendments would more clearly indicate 
that there is no intermediate drying step (emphasis added by examiner). The assertion is 
inaccurate because the current claims contain no indication that there is no intermediate drying 
step. Therefore, such indication is clearly a new issue for further search and consideration. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 8/20/2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the rejections are inapposite. Applicant's arguments fail to comply 
with 37 CFR 1. 1 1 1(b) because they amount to a general allegation that the claims define a 
patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably 
distinguishes them from the references.
